<For the school budget year beginning July 1, 2016, and
each succeeding school budget year, if>

3. Page 23, line 9, after <plan.> by inserting <A
school district approved to implement a framework or
comparable system under section 284.15, subsection 6,
may submit a modified implementation plan or a request
to waive full or partial implementation of the approved
plan to the department pursuant to section 284.15,
subsection 6.>

4., Page 23, by striking lines 21 through 27 and
inserting <ending June 30, 2835 2016, an amount up
to four million twenty—one six hundred thousand eight
hundred—seventy—five dollars for first-year and
second-year beginning teachers, to the department of
education for distribution to school districts and
area education agencies for purposes of the beginning
teacher mentoring and induction programs. A school

5. Page 25, after line 15 by inserting:

The following
provision of this division of this Act, being deemed of
immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment:
